The fate of four of the most terrible crim- 
inals of modern times remained a mystery 
until the secret was revealed yesterday by a 
man sick unto death, who for over thirty 
years has lived the life of a respected and 
honored business man in a Chicago suburb. 


Story Told by Eye Witness. 

The man who tells the wonderful story 
gives nothing from hearsay, nothing from 
rumor or reasoning.“ but his is the recital 
of an eye witness, of a man who watched the 
fiends at work, who helped to organize the 
posse which pursued the fleeing murderers, 
and was present, gun in hand, until Kate 
Bender, fighting to the last, plunged with a 
bullet In her forehead, across the bodies of 
her mother, father, and brother. 

George Evans Downer of Downer's Grove, 
grandeon of Pierce Downer, who founded the 
settlement in 1833, told the story, fully be- 
eving he is on his death bed and that it is 
his duty to pOblish the truth to the world. 
A compact entered into by the members of 
the vigilance committee at the time had kept 
his lips sealed all these years, but realize- 
tion that if he did not speak the truth might 
never be known, induced him to tell how he 
assisted in the extermination of the fiendish 
family. 

To his wife he has told the story hundreds 
of times eince their marriage twenty-two 
years ago, and it was understood that she, | 
who knew the story by heart, should give it 
to the world after his death, 

Secret Too Heavy a Burden. 

But for many months he has been lying on 
a wick bed waiting for the end and brooding 
over his wild western life in the ‘60s and 
early ‘70s. The weight of his secret has 
been an ever greater burden to him, and at 
last he expreased the desire to have the mat- 
ter settled before hie death. 

After this decision he became rapidly weak- 
er and when the time came to take down 
the story it was possible only for his wife 
to tell it in his presence, in his words as she 
remembered them, with occasional correc- 
tions and additions by the dying man. His 
eldest son, Pierce Downer, sat beside him 
assisting in the accurate transcription of the 
oft told tale. His wife, his children, and a 
few old frienés had been taken into his con- 
fidence under pledges of secrecy. but except 
to these the fate of thé Benders was an ap- 
parently, unfathomable mystery. 4 

Missing History Is Supplied. 
story as he tells it, partly through his 
wife and partly in faint gasps from the sick- 
bed, is as follows: 

“ After the war I staid around home for a 
time, but the desire tor adventure was so 
strong in me that I soon broke away and wan- 


up. The window of the studio next to my 
office was closed while I was watching the 
struggie. When I came back from down- 
stairs it was open. 

This last feature leads to the belief that the 
man who did the shooting left the room by 
the window, climbing to the roof of the bulld- 
ing and a short distance away, and escaped 
by walking along to the skylight of some ad- 
joining building.

During the noon hour Miss Agnes Stemmer 
and Miss Lottie Tolloling had gone to the 
studio to see about some pictures McGill 
had taken for them. 

In connection with the shooting the police 
are looking for a man who ig said to have 
had trouble with his wife over attentions 
alleged to have been paid to her by McGill. 
This woman was questioned by the police 
this afternoon, and she seid there were no 
grounds upon which her husband could base 
his suspicions.

I look for a continued revival in business 
and expect to see the country doing as well in 
December of this year as we did in Decembers 
prior to 1906. The panic had its inception 
ten years ago when so many large corpora- 
tions were formed with inflated capital.“ 

A railroad man said today, that by late 
October the transportation lines would be as 
hard pushed as ever they had been to handle 
the freight which would pile up on them. 


Electrical Manufacturers Confident. 

Careful inquiry among the leading manu- 
facturers of electrical apparatus shows an 
increas feeling of confidence and an en- 
couraging revival in these lines of industry. 

The leading houses are receiving inquiries 
through their branch offices in all sections 
of the country, and the business thus indi- 
cated should aggregate a considerable 
velume, the stimulus thus effected having a 
benefiefal influence upon the trade in general. 

Within the last few weeks this feeung of 
confidence has been placed upon a dollars and 
cents basis, the reports from the leading 
manufacturers of the articles entering into 
the conduct of this industry shonving busi- 
ness has been imbued with new life. 

With the beginning of July a decided ad- 
vancement has manifested itself in the busi- 
ness of the Westinghouse companies of East 
Pittsburg, a good. criterion. For the first 
time during the present year orders coming 
in have been unusually large, and there were 
many of them. — 


Westinghouse Books Large Orders. 

At the offices of the Westinghouse com- 
panies it was stated: There has been an 
undoubted improvement in our works right 
along, but since the beginning pf July it has 
been more pronounced than before. We have 
taken some large orders within the last few 
weeks, and the inquiries, which are many, 
shaw a deci tendency for an even greater 
advancement from now on. 

“ Our business has experienced a positive 
revival,” was the statement made by the 
sales department of the Westinghouse Ma- 
chinery company, and within the last 
month it has A. its normal 
point. While this in it Nie encouraging. the 
orders we have received gre of such a diver- 
sified nature and charadter and come from 
so many different sources, that they show 
conclusively the renewed confidence of busi- 
ness men and capitalists. Arother feature is 
that most of the orders we have obtained 
were for hurry up delivery.” 

A wave of prosperity has reached the win- 
dow glass business which it is expected will 
carry wages,. production, and prices to a 
new high mark this fall. The.country js 
sold out otz window glass was the sensa- 
tional statement made this morning by El- 
wood Welser, president of the Blowers and 
Gatherers’ Mutual Protective assocla tion. 
For the first time in the last thirty-five years 
some of the window glass plants are operat- 
ing in July. 

There will be a 30 to 40 per cent advance 
in wages this fall, when the window e plants 
resume operation, * said Mr. Weiser. 


Foreign Banks Show Confidence. 


The sale yesterday of finance bills, drawn 
by banks end bankers against their credit 
abroad, drew: attentian to the fact that the 
bankers of England and France are now 
freely extending credit to hankers in this 
country, in marked contrast to their attituds 
a year ago. | 

It is customary. at this season for New 
York bankers to sell bills of exchange ma- 
turing in sixty ‘or ninety days, which 
eventually are provided for by the shipments 
of cotton and other commodities fram this 
market to Europe. 

Last year foreign bankers were suspicious 
of the financial situation here, and refused 
to make these. customary advances during 
the summer. The result was that when fol- 
lowing the panic of last October, cotton and 
grain flowed out to Europe in great quantity, 
Europe had to send gold in payment. 

The selling of these finance or bankers’ 
bills has been going on for some time, but 
it has pow reached such large proportions 
that the movement: is taken in banking cir- 
cles as a clear indication that Europe has 
disabused itself of the misgivings which it 
entertained toward this country last year.

Mo., July 11—{S8pecial.]+Com- 
‘mercial conditions have improved. ark- 
ably, especially since June 1. and } is now 
permissible to state, with facts as the basis, 
that business is‘rapidly assuming ite dera 
volume. Thousands of employés have gone 
‘back to work, in mercantile and industrial 
establishements, in the last thirty days, and 
‘there are numerous substantial evidences 
that prosperity will continue and probably 
‘will grow. Business men feel that the pollti- 
cal campaign; which formerly interfered with 
trade, will not be disturbing or retarding 
factor this year, and it jis manifest on every 
‘side that the usual unsatisfying features of 
the campaign will be discounted or ignored. 

Not only are indications.most stimulating 
in St. Louls and in the whole St. Louis dis- 
trict, in Missour! and Illinois, but at all Im- 
portant points in the southwest, the south- 
east, and the west. Prospects are decidedly 
encouraging in the country’sgreat producing 
territories. Reports as te agricultural pro- 
duction could hardly be better or more prom- 
ising. 

It might be said, tn all truthfulness, that 
commercial! activity has been resumed at the 
normal pace in all the leading departments 
of commerce and manufacture, except, to an 
extent, in branches of industry which’ receive 
their principal. support from the railroads. 
Industries depending on the railroads are 
operating only on a relatively small scale and 
are recovering slowly as yet, but it is ex- 
pected that they will experience an impetus 
as a refiex of the increased traffic of the 
tailroads. for a heavy crop tonnage is looked 
for. From some mining centers there yet 
come complaints regarding “slack work.“ 
but even they exprese confidence in the out- 
look. 

The southwestern, southeastern, iad west- 
ern railroads have begun increasing the work 
in their shops, and this means that many 
thousands of mechanics and laborers who 
Have been working on short time for seven 
months are employed again on full time. The 
force of the railroads are being increased 
in the operating, traffic, and mechanical de- 
partments. 

| More than 98 per cent of the manufacturing 
and mercantile-concerns in St. Louis and ip 
the St. Louis district have put their employ és 
back at work and are running their plants 
and shops and stores on full time again, The 
principal jobbers are making preparations 
for an enarmous trade during the last quar- 
ter of the year. It is apparent that the gen- 
eral expectation among the. officers and di- 
rectors of the leading manufacturing and 
commercial establishments is that trade will 
inerease steadily week after week during the 
rest of the year. 

The business revival fa attributed to two 
causes—restoration of confidence and excel- 
lent crop prospects. The south and the west 
report indications of a mammoth agricultural 
production, and the-railroads are making ar- 
rangements for heavy traffic. Industry and 
commerce are fasts approaching the normal 
standard, and the crop prospects are regarded 
as assurances that trade will grow steadily, 
that prosperity will continue, that every suc- 
céeding month this year will be better than 
the last. and that 1908 will terminate with 
surpassing promise for next year. 


‘PITTSBURG PAY ROLLS GROW. 


Pitteburg, Pa., July 11.—[Special.)—In Sep- 
tember and August of 1907 the pay roll made 
up in the Pittsburg banks aggregatéd 61,000, 
660. A large sum was put into pay envelopes 
in towns contiguous to Pittsburg of which 
no account is taken. In Febrary, March, and 
Aprit of 1908 the pay roll made up in Pitts- 
biirg proper had dwindled to $900,000 a day, 
in some instances, and it has gradually in- 
creased from this figure until the figures 
tar June and July of 1908 will approximate 
3650. 000 a day. 

Nothing could prove more succinctly that 
business ig improving in Pittsburg and vicin- 
ity than these figures taken from the banks 
that make up pay rolls weekly and semi- 
monthly. It is figured by clearing house re- 
edipts that Pittsburg suffered more from the 
effects of the regent -commercial suspension 

Han any other city in the country. It is fig- 

red out by the best financial authorities of 
the city that by next November Pittsburg’s 
pay roll will again be on the million-dollar-a- 
day basis. 

That business is preéminently better than it 
was during the winter and early spring ‘is 
apparent when the opening of idle plants can 
bé witnessed daily. It was no. uncommon 
thing to see plants absolutely idle, with none 
but a watchman guarding them a month ago.

A full.restoration 
of the record volume of business in iron and 
steel lines of last year is not looked for short 
of a year or more, but a more marked im- 
provement than at any time since last Oc- 
tober is confidently expected. Manufacturers 
are following the policy of the railroads in 
taking up repair work at their plants 3 
their facilities in apple ple order for another 
long upward swing of the prosperity pen- 
dulum. This is helping considerably. 

In cloaks. and suits, in the production of 
which Cleveland ranks second in the United 
States, manufacturers are preparing for a 
brisk fall trade and their advance orders are 
satisfactory. In this and kindred lines, as weil 
as in all staple lines, there are well grounded 
hopes that before the year is out the trade 
will have recovered nearly all that it lost as 
a reguit of the panic. It is conceded that the 
steel trade will take considerably longer, 
however, to achieve a full recovery. 

Experts in the ore trade do not look fora

Consequently there are few, people viewing 
performances in downtown theaters this 
evening.” : 

Police Get Instructions. 

Capt. Gibbons of central police station in- 
structed specially his policemen—the crose- 
ing giants who guard’ the downtown streets 
regarding the,proper action to take in cases 
of prostrations. 

“I want each man to make it a point to 
watch for and protect old people, especially 
women, who appear in distress because of 
the heat,“ he told his men. Escort every 
one who needs assistance to some place 
where they can escape the sun, a drug store 
if possible. It might bd well to use whatever 
influence you may have in the interests of 
temperance, as I believe indulgence in alco- 
holic drinks causes more trouble on such 
days as this than any other agency.“ 

That the policemen heeded the orders of 
their commanding officer was apparent from 
their conduct.

Last night residents of that neighborhood 
refrained to @ great extent from using hose 
and lawn sprinklers in order to preserve the 
water and even then the pumps could not 
keep the water tower more than half full, 
which had the effect of decreasing the Prep 
sure from fifty-six to twenty-five pounds 
with séventy-five pounds resistance.

Might Have Liked Gray. 

If Judge Gray of Delaware had been 
chosen as a vice presidential candidate it 
would have been’ accepted in the east as a 
sort of pledge of returning reason on the 
part of Mr. Bryan.

Republicans Hold Their Votes. 
On the other hand, the republicans in New

strong as they ever were. There was general 
resentment against Roosevelt, on the 
street in New York, Boston, and Philede)- 
phia. The people who invest their money 
in securities live on the stock market and 
all those who gambie on margins in the same 
place were bitter in their. criticism of the 
president and his methods. They charged 
him with responsibility for the break in 
prices and to a certain extent for the money 
panic last fall. 
They did not object: so much to the things 
he did as to the way he did them. They did 
not mind regulation of the railways unless 
that cut down dividends, and everybody 
knows that the rate law has not yet cost the 
transportation companies a single red cent, 
but has probably increased their profits by 
cutting off the rebates. 
What the eastern people objected to in 
Roosevelt was the disturbing influence which 
came from repeated declarations that he was 
about to prosecute this, that, or the other 
great corporation; that he intended to bring 
the railways to time more completely, and 
that he proposed to get after the predatory 
rich in some savage but unexplained manner 
which would play havoc with their fortunes. 


Taft Stands in Own Shoes. 


It frequently has been charged that Taft 
is the mere creature of Roosevelt and that he 
will do whatever the wielder of the big stick 
orders him to do ff he is elected president. 
That is a common belief west of the Mis- 
siasippi where they don’t know Taft, but it is 
a sigrificant saying that you never hear that 
vort of talk in the vicinity of New York. 
In that section of the country Taft is looked 
upon as a strong man who hag his own ideas 
and who is capable of executing them with- 
out advice and without dictation. The people 
generally recognize that he stands for prac- 
tically every policy which has been identified 
with Reosevelt, but that his judicial training 
and his natural habit of thought will make all 
of his methods lees sensational than those of 
the presicent. if 
To this extent Taft is undoubtedly stronger 
than Roosevelt himself with the moneyed 
classes. while with the farmert and the emall 
tradesmen he is strengthened instead of 
weakened by being known as the man whom 
Roosevelt picked out to carry on the work 
originated by the president. 


At Least Has McKinley’s Strength. 
All the indications are that in the propercus 
communities of New York and New Jersey 
Taft is at least as strong as McKicley was, 
while Bryan does not appesr to be matertelly 
stronger than he was twelve years ago. If 
this be true it would be safe to group New 
York. New Jersey, West Virginia, and Dela- 
ware together. 

That would give Taft 61 electoral votes 
out ot the doubtful sates and would be quite 
sufficient to elect him even when allowance 
is made for t loss of two or three states 


basis Bryan could secure a total of 87 elec- 
toral votes from Indiana, Nebraska. Colo 
rado. Idaho. Nevada. and Montana. and still 
be twenty-rine votes short of an election. 
Indiana is admittedly coubttul, and it wil! 
probably stay so until election day. This 
does not come from the nomination of Kern 
for vice president on the democratic ticket, 
although that will have a local influence, of 
course, but from peculiar political conditions 
in the Hoosier state. 


Hard Fight on Watson. 
Almost everybody is a politician there and 
things have been drifting away from the 
republican party lately so that many of the 
leaders who were in attendance at the Chi- 
cago convention told me that the legislature 
was in doubt beyond all question and that 
Watson would havea hard fight to be elect- 
ed governor. There are just fifteen electoral 
votes in Indiana. or the tame number és in 
New Jersey and Delaware together. 

In the rest of the Mississippi vailey and in 
Kansas there seems to be no special reason 
to belleve that Bryan has strengthened bim- 
self of late. 

of the noticeable things of the Den- 


et convention was the extraordinary ani- 
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mosity displayed by the Bryan leaders to- 
wards Gov. Johnson of Minnesota. Just 
what was back of that antagonism, unless it 
were mere political jealousy, I am not pre- 


pared to say; but the fact that it existed - 


was known and commented upon by every 
delegate, and particularly by those from 
the northwestern states, who still swear by 
Johnson. I should hardly think they would 
go home in a frame of mind which would 
lead to their doing any effective work for 
Bryan. 
Public Opinion Now for Taft. 


On the mere basis of political probabilities 
in connection with thé personal strength of 
the two men the chances seem to favor Taft 
largely so as to make his election reasonably 
certain, unless there is some change of public 
opinion. That change must necessarily come 
from the development of the issues at‘ stake 
in the campaign itself. 

‘Those issues are set out at the present time 
in the two platforms. Of course every stu- 
dent of politics knows that issues frequently 
develop in the campaign which are not even 
touched upon in the platform. Just now the 
two platforms furnish the only possible basis 
for an estimate of political strength next 
Noverpber. | 

Taking one consideration with another, it 

doesn’t seem to me that Mr. Bryan made the 
best of his opportunities here in Denver. He 
unquestionably dictated every line of the 
platform, at least in its important statements. 
It will be difficult for the democrats standing 
on this platform to get up much of an issue 
with the republicans either over the tariff or 
over the labor question. 


Tariff Plank Jumbled Up. 

The democratic declaration on the tariff 
question is unfortunately jumbled and to 
some. extent meaningless. It declares for a 
reduction in duties on articles controlled by 
trusts, upon the necessities of life, and upon 
articles which happen to be sold cheaper 
abroad than at home. 

It win be developed during the campaign 
that the manufacturers would meet all of 
these conditions by simple changes in their 
business methods so that the real gist of the 
tariff plank is probably to be found in the 
declaration; that ‘“‘ graduated reductions 
should be made in such other schedules as 
may be necessary to restore the tariff to a 
revenue basis.“ 

This hints at free trade, and the republicans 
are sure to take advantage of it, as they will 
also do of the declaration by Champ Clark in 
the Denver convention that the democrats 
will reduce the tariff downward until they 
have reached a revenue basis. Strangely 
enough, the democratic platform does not 
declare outright for reciprocity, while the 
republicans elaborate their scheme of max- 
imum and minimum duties for the express 
purpose of meeting the discriminations of 
European nations against American manu- 


factures. 
Denver Court Plank Vogue. 

- Practically the only thing which created 
much of a fight in the resolutions committee 
both at Chicago ard at Detiver was the anti- 
injunction plank. Both parties compromised 
and avoided extremes. Both of them de- 
clared their unalterable confidence in the 
courts. and. in fact, the democrats went a 
little farther in this direction than the re- 
pudlicans, or at least they said more words. 

Many labor leaders, including those in 
charge of the railway organizations, prefer 
the republican to the democratic plank be- 
cause the republicans declare in favor of 
notice preceding an injunction, which was 
the one thing the railway organizations 
wanted, 

Instead of this the democrats have turned 
back to a proposed revision of the injunction 
law declared by David B. Hill about twelve 
years ago, which defines the difference be- 
tween direct and indirect contempt and which 
provides that the latter offense should be 
tried by a different judge than the one by 
whom the injunction was granted. 


Chicago Pledge Broad Enough. 

In point of fact the republican plank on the 
injunction question is sufficiently broad to 
cover almost ary kind of legislation, inciud- 
ing that providing for notice, which the rall- 
way men were so disappointed at not receiy- 
ing in Denver. 

The democratic plank is wordy and some- 
what difficult to understand except by those 
who have actually studied the history of in- 
junction legislation. . Both planks, as I have 

J. are compromises and neither of them 
should encourage the laboring men much nor

M’CARREN DOWNED BY COURT. 


Brooklyn Senator’s Organization Denied 
_ Bight of Being Called “Regular” 
No Appeal Possible. 


New Tork, July ‘11:~{Spedial.}—Senator 
Patrick H. McCarren's contention that he is 
the leader of the regular democratic organi- 
sation in Kings. county, despite the fact the 
last convention recognized the anti-McCar- 
ren faction, received a severe jolt today from 
a decision handed down by Supreme Court 
Justice Kelly, in which he denied a Writ of 
mandamus to compel the board of eléctions 
to accept the list of election inspectors fur- 
nished by McCarren. 

The board had rejected the McCarren in- 
spectors on the ground that the recent demo- 
cratic state organization had recognized the 
faction headed by George V. 8. Williams as 
the regular democratic organization in Kings 
county. 

The point in controversy turned on the con- 
flict between the primary and election laws. 
The former appeared to leave to the enrolled 
voters of the county the right to select their 
own organization officers, while there is a 
specific provision in the election law that in 
case of two factions in the organisation the 
board of elections shall recognize the faction 
seated by the last preceding state conven- 
tion. 

Justice Kelly holds that the state conven- 
tion’s recognition of the faction where there 
is a fight between two or more factions is 
the controlling factor in law, and whatever 
faction the state convention takes cognizance 
of, that faction is the regular organization. 

Hence McCarren is practically down and 
out. It is up to him to fight it out at the 
primaries if he sees fit, and carry on a sort 
of guerrilla warfare, but the stamp of reg · 
ularity on his organisation is gone. 

One feature of Justice Kelly’s decision is 
that it gives McCarren no chance to gppeal 
from the decision before the next prinfaries, 
which are held next September, as the ap- 
pellate division does not convene till Oc- 
tober. Hence Justice Kelly’s decision will 
have to stand, for all practical purposes, as 
far as next fall's primaries,and election are 
concerned. 


FIREMEN’S TICKETS GO FAST. 


Circus Feature Stimulates Interest in 
First Benefit to Be Given for 
Benevolent Fund. 


The fund for the benefit of the widows and 
orphans of members of the Firemen’s Be- 
nevolent association is expected to be in- 
creased several thousand dollars as a result of 
the first benefit at the International amphi- 
theater, Halsted and Forty-second, streets, 
Oct. 5 to 18.

. Publicity Plank Leads Issues. 


Wimam J. Bryan opened his campaign to- 
day by a political speech from the steps of 
his residence at Fairview.

For a quarter of 
a century the country has been seeing more 
and more corporate domination in politics; 
for a quarter of a century the country has 
witnessed campaign after campaign in which 
great predatory interests would secretly con- 
tribute enormous sums to debauch elections 
and ther control the government in return for 
contributions. 


New Era Starts at Denver. 

“Our convention marks a new era in 
American politica. Henceforth the idea that 
is going to grow is thet elections are public 
affairs and that the people shall havea right 
to know what influences are at work, and I 
am delighted that our party has taken the 
initiative. -While the republican party, at its 
convention, by an overwhelming vote, turned 
down that proposition the democratic party, 
by a vote that was unanimous, indorsed it 
and made it one of the tenets of its faith.

FISH FORECASTS HARD TIMES; 
TELLS WOES OF THE WEALTHY, 


Ex-Head of I. C. Sails for Europe After 
Saying How Hard It Is to Live on 
$50,000 a Year. 


New York, July 11.—[Special. {2 Stuyvesant. 
Fish, formerly president of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, sailed for Europe with Mrs. 
Fish this morning with the parting predic- 
tion that farmers of the United States will 
be the only winners in this year’s business, 
Speaking of conditions Mr. Fish said: 

1 do not see any signs of immediate re- 
sumption of business. There is generally a 
depression before a presidential election and 
this year’s conditions were bad to begin with, 

“The great crops will give the railroads 
large gross profits, but net profite will not be 
great on account of the high price of labor. 
Farmers will be the men to make the money 
this year. The army of the unemployed will 
grow. While the railroads will be busy they 
will not be making money with which to pur- 
chase new materials or for making improve- 
ments in roadbeds or extending their lines. 

“ Among merchants and business men the 
situation is discouraging, because the 
wealthy people are not paying their bills 
promptly. They need time on accounts, of 
course, because incomes have been reduced. 
New York men who were spending $200,000 
a year are now spending less than $50,000. 

In my opinion it is harder for persons. 
who have had an income of $250,000 a year 
to come down to live on a $50,000 a year basis 
than for a man who has been earning $li a 
week to accustom himself to living on $10 


a week. 
“There will be another how! about hard

The 
cast a glance behind her occasionally and her 
eyes fairly burned with anger. 

Do you think I want to move she con- 
fided. I have plenty of trouble without 
keeping on changing places. But what wae 


I to do. Those little ‘red devils." They 
compelled me to leave the place.” 

The “little red devils" turned out to bea 
band of youngsters, none of them more than 
8 years old, who amused themselves every 
evening by playing holdup. They procured 
little revolvers and would lie in the alleys 
in the evening in wait for peseersby, 868 
erally neighbors. Then three of them would 
rush out, point their toy revolvers at the 
man or woman, and tell them to hold up 
their hands. The people held up knew 
the “kids” generally and burst out laugh- 
ing. They thought it emart. The children, 
of course, thought it art. But the woman 
who moved thought it not only disgusting 
but harmful. 

“I could not let my children grow up in 
such an atmosphere and among such com- 
panions,” she said. “ The children are sim- 
ply training themselves for future careers 
of holdup men. The child, you know, is 
father of the man. I have mo money to 
spare, but I scraped together my last pen- 
nies #0 as to be able to move into a decent 
neighborhood.” 

The 5 cent theater was the cause for an- 
other family on the northwest side moving 
from a house in which they Mved for nearly 
three years. 

“One of the boys in the building,” the 
women said, went to an amateur night at 
the theater, He made a hit with them and 
won a prise of $5. Since then the boy has 
been going crasy for the theater. He is not 
yet 14 and cannot go to work for them. So 
he gives vent to his enthusiasm and activity 
at home. He trains the children of the en- 
tire neighborhood and has gotten more than 


half of them crazy for the 5 cent theater, 
and especially for the amateur night. Sev- 
eral of the boys who had no money stole 
some nickels from their parents and went 
to the show. Others are g all kinds 
of plans for going on the stage as actors 
while still others bend all their energies on 
how to get a nickel and goto the show. Some 
of them have become fiends in the direction 


ot the nickel show to almost the same extent 


as meh sometimes are carried away by the 
saldon or cocaine habit. I decided this not 
a neighborhood for my children, and as a 
consequence I move.” 

While these are cases where the people who 
move are willing to give their reasons for 
moving, it frequently happens that people 
refuse to discuss why they move from a 
neighborhood.

HEN Secretary Taft resigned from 
the war department he gave up his 
seat to a man whom he had not only 
long known politically, but to one 
of his warmest personal friends.

their initial trip to the orient together, and

When the Hancock reached Japan some of 
the members of the party teck the trip to 
Nikko, and there Judge Taft and Gen. Wright 
saw for the first time the famous collection 
of temples. The quaint little hotel at which 
we all stopped was away up im the heart of 
the mountains, and the Japs who lived in 
the little cottages along the winding road 
had the joliiest kind ef a time pushing the 
big American along. It teck four rickisha 

to push Mr. Taft up a hill, and as they 
ran along the genial face and the immense 
sige of the American seemed to please every 
one who saw him, so that every little way 
8 Jap or two would run out and help push for 
a few rods and then fall back laughing, 
while a little farther on another relay would 
do the game thing.

General Stead of Illinois that portion of the 
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the name of the applicant, the amount of 
the fee, the date, the name or character of 
the work or situation to be procured. In case 
the said applicant shall not obtain a situation 
or employment through such agency within 
one month after registration, as aforesaid, 
then said licensed agency shall forthwith 
repay and return to such applicant, upon 
demand being made therefor, the full amount 
of the fee paid or delivered by said applicant 
to said licensed agency, provided that such 
demand be made within thirty days after the 
expiration of the period aforesaid.” 

That this agent realized the technical dodg- 
ing of the law of which he had been guilty 
had been shown to me by a dissatisfied caller 
only a few days before. This man in making 
his application had paid his $2 registration 
fee, which had been receipted for on one 
blank, while the §2 for his subscription to 
the blind advertisement sheet was receipted 
on another form blank altogether! On the 
face of it only a court process could have 
brought about the refunding of ‘the $2 for the 
advertisement sheet! 

As to this fee in general Mr. Stead’s opinion 
is that an agency, if it chooses, may do away 
with the registration fee altogether and may 
agree with the applicant to payment of 
larger fees that are agreed upon, after the 
agency shall have found the applicant the 
position which it agreed to find. 

But as to payment of the initial fee the 
attorney general is emphatic in the conten- 
tion that evasion shall not be practiced: 

The only limitation upon the amount to 
be charged is where a registration fee is 
charged for receiving and filing applications 
for employment or help. So that where such 
fee is not charged it is lawful for agencies 
to contract for a different or larger fee for 
obtaining employment for individuals. This 
fee may be either a sum in gross or a per- 
centage of the wages to be earned, but may 
not be a membership fee intended as a shift 
or device to evade the pébvisions of the 
statute with regard to registration fees. 

“ Where a registration fee Is charged the 
amount is limited by the statute to $2, and in 
case the agency fail to find employment for 
the applicant within ‘the time limited by 
statute such agehcy cannot retain any por- 
tion of the $2, but must return the same to the 
applicant, provided demand be made therefor 
within thirty days after the expiration of

There is another point of vital interest n 
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familiar with the needs alike of tke appli- 
cant and of the employer, failure from any 
cause to find for him the position,which he 
hepes for must call for expression of his vex- 
ation and disappointment. The disappointed 
one must be more active in the expression of 
his failure than the successful one ever 
could be of his success. For at the best no 
wan can be proud of the fact that he owes 
hia position to anything other than his own 
individual efforts. : 
* * 
Foredoomed to Disappointment. 

At the time the fees of the disappointed one 
are paid, he feels naturally that he is on a 
level footing with every potentially succese- 
ful man on the lists. Having paid hisdées, 
even if he be the weakest possible candidate 
for a given pogition, he is leaning heavier upon 
the agency. because of this inherent weakness. 
And if the agency is to do justice by the 
employer, who also pays for the agency's 
service and must be satisfied, this weakest 
and most depending one, less reasoning and 
reasonable than all the rest, is foreordained 
to failure and to exaggeration of the cause. 

Leaving out of the question all other in- 


tricacies in the business of the employment 


agency, these two, which make for such a 
large proportion of disappointments which 
complain loudly, and for so comparatively 
few absolute successes, which remain silent, 
would promise wreck inevitable. 

Conceding that a good man will buy a job 
better than the one he has, or pay cash for 
a position when he is out of work, it still re- 
mains that many men of this class will not 
pay for a mere chance to get a place! This 
is “rubbing it in,“ to use a colloquialiam. 
Under such circumstances could an agency 
look calmly on while such an applicant 
walked out without registering and the next 
day tell the cubaeribing employer needing 
such a man: 

It's too bad! We had just the man you 

want in here yesterday, but he refused to 
subscribe and went out.

‘This 
board is placed in some place go 
that every clerk can read every item in the 
ad and become familiar with the various 
specials and features of that day, and es- 
‘pecially the articles in their own départ- 
ments. 

But even this plan does not compel the 
clerk to read the ad unless he wants to. 80 
to enforce the reading of the ad the ad- 
vertising manager clips from the proof the 
section of the ad pertaining to the various 
departments. These sections are pasted ona 
piece of heavy paper and it la then sent to 
each clerk, who mußt read the clipping care- 
fully and sun his or her name te the see 
tion. If any clerk is found to be a careless 
reader or possessing a poor memory that 
glerk is required to copy the section of the 
ad pertaining to his or her department sev-

articles advertised.

It should be compulsory that every ¢lerk 
must know @ll about the epecial offers from 
their department. In fact, it is the aim of 
some stores to enforce special study of ad- 
vertisements of that store. This is done not 
alone to have the clerk; know what goods 
are being offered and the prices being made, 
but to know what is taking place through- 
out the entire establishment, 

Retail advertising usually is Interesting 
store news and every clerk should ud it 
vastly interésting and instructive. Every ad 
denotes the highest development of ideas on 
salesmanship and indicates the progress and 
growth of the concern, 

The enforcement of a system of studying 
‘retail store ads will prove highly educa- 
tional. In fact, it will fit the retail clerk to 
assume positions of greater responsibilities. 
The study of newspaper ads of every de- 
scription offers opportunities for self-educa- 
tien which is worth more than dollar value 
to any clerk. Few meh are capable of writ- 
ing good. advertisements, but every retail 
clerk is. capable of finishing the work of a 
good ad, and the clerk who gives careful and 
conscientious study to the ads which dre 
exploiting the goods he is selling. will find 
he ig at a better advantage to command a 
higher salary.

They re@uce the hips 
until there are none, and give the loveliest 
shape to the ankle. There is nothing so 
pretty as seeing a perfectly shaped ankle 
peeping out from underneath a mass of 
bitowy drapery.” . 

Sill) Socks Like Children Wear. 

The last few weeks have brought about a 
change in the directoire dress. The chemise 
is made of gauzelike material which hangs 
down in loose folds about the legs, quite 
shapeless at the waist, held in place by nar- 
row straps over the shoulder, This has 
called forth something looser and more 
comfortable than the combination of tights 
and stockings. Silk socks are made quite 
like the socks little folks wear in summer 
time, and are considered far more comfort- 


living one could be found. They had been 
shot down and the skin bearing the plumes 
stripped from their backs. The next spring 
I visited this nesting site, but found only 
the nests, fast falling to decay.“ 

That white herons are growing scarce is 
ebown by the fact that dealers are paying 
four times as much for their plumes as they 
gave a few years ago. In Florida $40 an 
ounce is offered for fine plumes. 

These much sought after plumes are only to 
be had during the breeding season, which 
lasts a few months out of the year. During 
most of the year these birds wander wiid 
and are caught with difficulty. But when 
breeding time comes round they gather in 
great colonies, put on their finest feathers, 
only to become a prey for plume hunters. 

„am confident few women would wear 
aigrettes if they knew at what a cost these 
plumes were bought.“ says Mrs. P. 8. Peter- 
son, member of the Audubon society. It 
is in the spring when the female herons are 
hatching and feeding their young that the 
plume hunters are after their prey. They 
kill the mothers for their fine feathers. But 
the new born herons are too young to feed 
themselves and soon starve to death. In 
depriving the young birds of their parents 
they commit a double crime. I alse object to 
American women wearing the eagle, the 
American emblem, on * hats.“

Sea Swallows in Demand. 

Mr. Chapman says in hie Birds of East- 
ern North America: The blood stain is 
not on Florida alone, but may be found in 
every part of the world.

The sea swallows and the least terns, which 
are as highly prized for their plumage, have 
been sought after in the same reckless fash- 
lon. On the Atlantic and gulf coasts there 
were formerly great numbers of sea swal- 
lows; the most beautiful and greatly prized 
Was the species called the least tern. But 
the plumage hunters sought them so enthu- 
siastically they are now rare, 

These are only a few of the feathers used 
to decorate women’s hats. There are coque 
or hackle feathers in various shades, also the 
natural owl feathers in delicate tones of 
brown, goura and heron. The wings are also 
exceedingly popular, and as many ds four 
and five are worn on a hat. It is said on good 
authority that the demand for quills far ex- 
ceeds the supply. They are especially in 
“vogue with tailor suits. Four or five of dtr- 
ferent shades are used to trim a hat. It is 
said that 40,000 terns are killed in a single 
season on Cape Cod for exportation; 1,000,000 
rail and reed birds were killed in a single 
month near Philadelphia. 

Nowhere is the crusade being more strong- 
ly fought against slaughtering domestic birds 
for finery than in the city of Chieago. The 
IlMinois Audubon society, the strongest so- 
ciety in the country, has its headquarters in 
Chicago, and a large number of its members 
belong to the city and its environs.

To a quart t bolled water there is added a 
tablespeen of borax and a teaspoon of finely powdered 
oatmeal. When this has cooled a Artie the flannel is 
dipped into it and a few drones of benzoin can be scat- 
tered on the flannel. The whole now is applied to the 
neek and covered with rubber sheeting. In a few min- 
utes the neck will’ sweat.

Methods of Japanese Beauty Doctor. 


London, the city where women must be beautiful or 
retire from society, now has a Japanese beauty spe- 
cialist. This Japanese woman has brought with her, all 
wrapped up in the smooth black ceils of her well 
shaped little head, a full knowledge of weight reduc- 
tion.

Her specialty is the neck, for the 
Japanese woman considers a st neck the most dis- 
figuring of all biemighes. It is unhealthful, madame,” 
says the Japanese beauty specialist. “And it is also 
unbeautiful” What more can be said against it? 

“I realise,” gaye the Japanese woman, “that our 
standards of beauty are not your own. We admire 
straight, smooth hair and we consider it a great mis- 
fortune to have hair that is curly or even rough. We 
oll our hair to make it dark and glossy. And as for 
our figures, we are slender, hut we do net have a waist 
Hne. We laugh at the pictures of American and Buro- 
pean women with a beit tied around their waists so 
ag to make them little in the center like an hour glass. 

“Our beauty standards are so far different from your 
own that it would be impossible to re both by 
the same lawe or rules. We look at women with dif- 
ferent eyes.

Gymnasium Method of Seesawing the Neck. 


Seesawing the neck is a method practiced in a gym- 
nasium where the women go te be taken down. The 
neck fs twisted and turned, first this way and then that 
way. The pupils are urged not to go to excess, for 
the neck may get stiff. But the head is turned to one 
side and then to the other. Twenty turnings con- 
stitute a day’s exercise. The pupil is made to turn 
slowly and steadily until the head is turned almost 
completely around. This lessens the girth of the neck. 
But it is hard work. 

There are muscular movements for making the neck 
small. Lin the head high and tilt it back a little. 
Carry it always as high as possible. Carrying the head 
high will tend to reduce the size of the neck. 

Slap the neck each morning\ with cold water; this 
makes the throat smaller and takes off the fat. 

Place. the paims of the hands upon the back of the 
Heck and bend the head back.

Turn the head 
from side to side. These motions will take off the flesh 
rapidly.

ARMING in Chicago is attended by diffi- 
culties that are escaped by the average 
man who obtains his living from the 
ground. Ordinarily the farmer may count 
upon holding his farm lands. Of the 2,000 
farmers in Chicago, with farms ranging 
from one acre to thirty-five acres, prob- 
ably half of them are of uncertain tenure 
year after year. Probably $1,200,000 worth of Chicago 
farm products are marketed in a season in the old and 
enlarged hay market on the west side of the river. 
“But ome of these days the market will be bigger 
than Chicago needa,” said a veteran policeman on the 
market squad. “Why? Because as the city grows the 
market garden farms will be forced farther and farther 
out until produce will have to be shipped in by train. 
“Look at Lake View. When I first came on the 
market here there were hundreds of acres in farms on 
the north shore. Today there are four story flat build- 
ings i over these farms where onions, radishes, and 
celery Once were raised. We can take in 600 to 700 
produce wagons in the new hay market, but if the city 
keeps on growing and filling in the farms will be 
wiped out, the farmer will have to move farther out, 
and heul discover that it is more than a night’s drive 
to get a Wagon onto the square.” 


x 
Experience of the Onion Farmer. 


The experience of an onion farmer in the neighbor- 
hood of Belmont, Kedzie, and Addison avenues, on the 
north side, is typical of the changing base of the Chi- 
cago farmer. Several years ago this man leased a tract 
of sixty acres there along the Northwestern tracks for 
five years. He began growing onions from the seed. 
Later he adapted the land to onion sets for planting. 
He paid $10 an acre rental and this year will produce 
30,000 bushels of these small onions, which will average 
$2 a bushel. 

But, in spite of the small fortune which this grower 
has taken from these sixty acres of rented ground, he 
cannot hold the farm beyond the termination of the 
lease. It is too valuable for him to buy for onions; 
and instead he has invested in 400 acres of farming 
land far to the west of the city limits. He is one of 


‘the type of the passing Chicago farmier. 


One may ask how it is that the Chicago farmer af- 
fords to till land that lies within the city limits It is 
because most of this land is held for realty advances 
and yet is assessed as farming lands. Rentals run from 
$10 to $20 an acre each year, but to the man with the 
centrally located farm there is the advantage of plenty 
of ready help at any time he needs it. Men, women, 
and children are available often within a few minutes’ 
walk of the farm, where if the farm were a trolley 
trip distant the cost of cultivation would de increased 
and in emergencies not enough help could be obtained.

Fertilizes His Fields in Winter. ~ 


Tf is comparatively rare, however, that the Chicago 
farmer devotes himself to a single. vegetable, such as 
cucumbers, onions, cabbages, or celery... The true Chi- 
cago farmer who patronizes the haymarket is a gen- 
eral truck farmer, diversifying his crop with a view 
to employing his help the season through. Throughout 
the winter season he is busy fertilizing his fields. In 
the plowing and seeding season, in the period of culti- 
vation, and finally in the marketing his working force 
averages evenly and there is enough for every one to do 
through a twenty-four hour day. 

Farmers in the corn belt of Illinois would open their 
eyes at the UÜberality with which the Chicago farmer 
Along the lake rim 
the Chicago soil especially is cold and wet in the early 
spring. it is fertilized until the field virtually becomes 
a hotbed out of doors. Acres of glass frames are used 


in the early weeks of seeding that vegetables may be 
marketed at their earliest. 


Much of the truck farming in Chicago requires the 
most careful hand tilling. Hand cultivators may be 
used for loosening the soil for the growing, but the 
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insidious choking weeds and grass that are spurred to 
rapid growth by fertilizer niust be pulled by hand, while 
the weeder crawis the length of long rows on hands 
and knees. A twenty acre truck farm is a large one, 
and it may require twenty persons for the tilling and 
the harvesting. 


* 
Often Hard to Get. Help. 


It is in the matter of hired help that the Chicago 
farmer finds himself embarrassed over the possible 
needs of his country brother. Down in the corn belt of 
lilineis one farmer may. sow forty acres of oats, plant 
forty acfes of corn, and with the grain. binder and the 
husking machine house both crops himself. But the Chi- 


„ cago truck farmer, with twenty acres seeded, suddenly 
may have need of fifty helpers in cultivating his twen- 


' A a day, according to the times. 


ty acres, while, according to the crops planted and the 
state of the market, he may need ap many more. helpers 
in the harvesting. 

Women helpers on.the onion farms are preferred by 
many of the growers. Wages may be from §1 to $1.26 
Last year women were 
scarce at $1.25 a day, while this year the onion growers 
| have more help than they need at $1 a day. Cucumber 
farming requires large numbers of pickers in the aar- 
vest season, and cantaloupes scarcely fewer in propor- 
tion. Tomatoes must be picked every day in the ripen- 
ing season and require care and judgment in n 
and packing.

Managers of comic operas have come to 
recognize the usefulness of the “ Johnny.” 
He is absolutely necessary for the success of 
their productions. In fact, he is soimportant 
a personage that he comes pretty near to 
being the whole show.“ Without him the 
box office receipts would fall off to a degree 
that would be appalling. In other words, the 
Johnny is It.“ 

Why? 

Because he is. such a susceptible sort of a 
person. He is always to be found at the 
house which has the chorus containing the 
most pretty girls. Night after night finds 
him there during the show with eyes riveted 


on the stage and ears wide open to the allur- 


ing songs sung in chorus girl style. 

After the play is over he may be found at 
the stage door waiting eagerly for the 
maiden who has charmed him most, and usu- 
ally he is equipped with a pocket full of 
money, an armful of flowers, and a mouth 
full of flattery.

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“SAVING THE BABIES. —

babies of Chicago before the year 1908 
closes. The announcement is made by the 
health officers with a feeling of deep re- 
gret. But the certainty of the record is 
unquestioned, judging by the experience 
of former years. ie 

A State of civilization is far from per- 


| fect which makes possible a forecast and 


a realization of this sort, particularly 

when the forecast is accompanied by .eug- 

gestions showing how the appalling mor- 

tality may be averted. It is a plea which 

makes a strong appeal contained in the 
query, Is there not enough of public and 

private conscience to do something to save 

these 2,500 lives?” 

The department of health has sent its 
bulletins to the priests and preachers, ask- 
ing their coJperation in the campaign of 
1908 against infant mortality. Its efforts 
are supported and reinforced by the milk 
commission, the Visiting Nurses’ associa- 
tion, the small parks, the various fresh 
air sanitariums, the settlements, and the 
physicians in the homes. These public 
agencies are doing all they can to check 
the death rate which swells so notably 
during July, August, ahd September. 

But there must be united effort. If it 
were impossible to save the babies there 
would be nothing to be done except to 
wait for the summons in individual cases. 
The facts are on the other side. The 
annual losses might be reduced in large 
measure if mothers of the infants took 
more care. In the face of such statements 
a community must learn to feel the re- 
sponsibility for human life thus placed 
upon it. 

One of the most striking things about 
present day city administration is the 
health de ment. and its positive ac- 
complishmehts. The chief of police, who 
takes pride in “ the finest,” has just rea- 
son for satisfaction if he develop#efi- 
ciency and integrity-among his men. The 
fire marshal is warranted in his content- 
ment if the spread of the flames is pre- 
vented by the alertness of his brave and 
hardy watchmen. 

Not so spectacular, but dealing with 
more precious things than those which 
may be stolen or burned, is the work of 


the health officers. They seek to save 


human life. They are doing it when tu- 
berculosis or pneumonia or typhoid fever 
is considered. They would cut that dreail 
total of infant mortality right in two if 
they had cooperation of all concerned.

fant life in view of the accomplishments 
in checking death which have attended 
the health officials in other directions. 


INTERNATIONAL STEEL TRUST. 


The organization of an international 
stee] trust is announced. The United 
States Steel corporation and the great 
German, Belgian, and Russian manufac- 
turers are said to have struck hands to 
smash the British ironmasters and take 
away their trade. 

Perhaps the story is true. There is 
reason to believe that during the last few | 
years some of the great producers of steel 
on the continent and in the United States 
have at different times discussed the ad- 
visability of a working agreement or com- 
bine. On one occasion it is believed they 
came near reaching one. It may be that 
the temporary slump in the American de- 
mand for steel has made the United 
States Steel corporation look with favor on 
an arrangement for a grand codperative 
onslaught on the British steel industry. 

The sole authority thus far for the cre- 
ation of a greater steel combine is an 
English trade journal. The story which it 
tells may be based upon its fears rather 
than upon facts. Many of the English 
steel makers have become nervous over 
the occasional dumping of foreign steel 
on the home market at prices with which 
they. could. not profitably compete. They 
are ‘in a mood to believe that their com- 
petitore across the Atlantic and on the 
continent have unfted to make things un- 
pleasant for them. They assuredly could 
do so if they chose. 

There is as yet no convincing evidence 
that an international steel trust has been 
formed. It is not unlikely, however, that 
the German steel men and the United 
States Steel corporation have agreed to 
abstain from violent competition and ex- 
cessive cutting of prices in neutral mar- 
kets. To such an arrangement the Ger- 
man government would not take éxcep- 
tion, but it might have serious objections 
to a more intimate. alliance where Ger- 
many was not the predominant partner. 


ALDERMEN AND BASEBALL.

‘stance, would be more honestly governed 


if aldermen were chosen becatise they 
could play baseball well dnd ‘not because 
they can be depended on to carry out the 
worst orders the local bosses may give 
them. The integrity of the Chicago city 
council is not questioned, but it would 
be a ‘more useful body if the men who 
compose it brought to their work some 
of the quickness, energy, and dash that 
characterize baseball players. ‘Then the 
aldermen would not dawdle over ordi- 
nances as they do now. They would 
10 play dall.“ 

Ald. Kohout is the captain of the Chi- 
cago team. He has reason to feel safe. 
There are some of his colleagues, too old, 
fat, or short winded to shine in baseball 
circles, who may view with alarm the 
possibility of a city furore over alder- 
matic baseball teams. It might cost them 
their seats. Their constituents might 
suddenly demand athletic representatives._ 
Athletics have modified profoundly col- 
legiate life. What if they were to revo- 
lutionize coufcile? 


SCHOOL PLAYGROUNDS. 

The board of education has arranged 
for the opening of school yards as play- 
grounds during the summer months. 
This action is commendable. It will give 
opportunities to many children otherwise 
at a loss for convenient places for play. 
It will prove a particularly valuable con- 
cession in congested districts where va- 
cant lots are not numerous and where 
the need of recreation facilities is the 
more felt. 

There are thousands of children in the 
city who will not care to take advantage 
of the privilege thus offered. They live 
near one of the large parks, close to the 
lake shore, in the vicinity of a small 
park with all of its delights. Some of 
them have the opportunity to leave the 
city for their summer outitg, finding in 
country places new experiences and ex- 
uberant health, 

But there are thousands of others to 
whom no such summer joys ever come. 
What their opportunities for pleasure are 
is sometimes revealed by circulars of 
charitable organizations which show in 
picture the playgrounds of the poorer 
districts. It is to these children that the 
open gate of the schoolyard will bring a 
welcome invitation. | 

The objections urged against the sum- 
mer use of the yards are readily appre- 
ciated. There will be plenty of noise. 
There will be some rough and tumble 
play. There will be occasional broken 
windows. But these things, are inci-. 
dental to the life of children. They are 
relatively unimportant when the larger 
gain from the playground is taken into 
consideration. The board of education 
has rendered a distinct service to the city 
in opening so many gates to the children.

Canonbury tower, of which Washingt 
Irving wrote so entertainingly, is one of the 
most interesting relics of that portion of the 
metropolis and formed a part of a mansion 
built in the fourteenth century. In the lat- 
ter part of the fifteenth century it was used 
for religious purposes as a priory, and shared 
the fate of most establishments of that kind 
in the reign of Henry VIII., who presented it 
to Thomas, Lord Cromwell, his gentleman in 
waiting. It passed into the possession of 
Sir John_Spencer, the immensely wealthy 
lord maybr of London, whose daughter's 
senha to Will Compton, the first — 
orthampton, was one of the romances 
the Elisabethan era sa 

Will Cc n was a son of Henry VIII.'s 
favorite tleman in waiting, Lord Comp- 
ton, and was so noted a scapegrace that when 

he fell in love with Lord — ig og 
daughter the chief magistrate of city 
objected to his suit and forbade him the 
house. In nowise discouraged Will Comp- 
ton disguised himself as a baker’s apprentice 
and carried off the fair Elizabeth Spencer, 


baker’s basket on his shoulders. Sir John 
began by disinheriting his daughter, but was 
induced by Queen Elizabeth to become recon- 
ciled to her{ and when he died left her his 
great fortune, which was estimated at $5,000,- 
000—a colossal sum in those days. 


Its amount seemed to turn the head of his 
son-in-law, for the latter indulged in such 
insane extravagance, spending $600,000 in a 
fortnight, that his wife secured his incarcera- 
tion for a few months in the tower of London 
until he had recovered his senses. Although 
created, by reason of his wife's fortune, earl 
of Northampton, he to the end of his days 
was known to his contemporaries as the 
crazy lord.“ owing to the dementia to which 
he had given way on his sudden accession to 
riches. ; 

From the time when at the death of Sir 
John Spencer, Canonbury tower passed into 
the possession of his son-in-law and daugb- 


Northampton, who have frequently accorded 
hospitality there to distinguished people, 
among them Sir Francis Bacon and Oliver 
Goldsmith, who found refuge there from his 


“The Vicar of Wakefield "' beneath its roof. 

Ephraim Chambers, the father of encyclo- 
pedists, lived there and was buried 
thence in Westminster abbey, and among 
other fa writers who have found shel- 
ter at Canonbury tower was Christopher 
Smart, whose Song to David has been pro- 
nounced by Rossetti and by Browning to be 
the only, great accomplished poem of the 
eighteenth century.” 

— 

The present Lord Northampton owes much 
of his wealth to his marriage, the late 
marchioness having been the only daughter 
and heiress of the greater part of the wealth 
of the second Lord Ashburton, who in his day 
was one of the principal partners of the house 
of Baring. She brought her husband in mar- 
riage a huge fortune, including extensive 
ground rents in the Clerkenwell and Isling- 
ton distriets of London, which are increasing 
all the time. It was the admigistration of 
this landed property that ht Lord 
Northampton into contact wit poorer 
classes and developed in him that philan- 
thropy to which he now devotes nearly all his 
time and much of his money, and it is this 
work among the poor that by degrees brought 
| about his conversion to the advanced polit- 
\ieal views which he now holds, 


— — 

Lord Northampton traces back his descent 
to Osbert of Compton, who flourished in the 
reign of Henry II. and who was the son of 
Turchil of Arden, an Anglo-Saxon chieftain 
who, according history, deserted from 
King Harold to William/the Conqueror just 
before the battle of Hastings. From this 
contemporary of the Norman conquest the 
present marquis is descended in an unbroken 
line, and his family already was in posses- 
gion of the estate of Compton Wynyates, its 
present home, at the time when the Dooms- 
day Book was compiled, nearly a thousand 
years ago. 

What may be described as the fortunes of 
the house date from Bir William Compton, 
father of the first earl of Northampton and 
who was the whipping boy, childhood play- 
mate, and boyhood friend of Henry VIII., 
whom he attended at the Field of the Cloth 
of Gold, besides being his ambassador to 
Emperor Charles, also chancellor of Ireland, 
and one of the principal participants in the 
battle of the spurs.” 

an 

It was he who built the present mansion of 
Compton Wynyates on the site and on the 
foundations of the older house, and it is per- 
haps the finest of the half timbered country 
seats of England; a strange mixture of Tudor 
castle and of cottage with turrets, embattled 
walls, timbered gable ends, and a broad 
moat teeming with silvery fish; a mansion 
distinguished in an altogether unique fashion 
by its demonstration of the architectural 
secret of perfect proportion without regu- 
larity. During the civil war Compton Wyn- 
yates (which latter is a corruption of Comp- 
ton of the vineyards’) was repeatedly the 
scene Of sieges by the parliamentarians and 
py the royalists. And then at the beginning 
of the eighteenth century a Lord Northamp- 
ton with the tastes of a vandal actually per- 
petrated the crime of whitewashing all the 
superb paneling and woodwork of the house, 
this peer being a contemporary of Maloney, 
who whitewashed Shakspeare’s bust at 
Stratford-on-Avon, not a dozen miles away. 
It is a difficult matter to believe this. But 
despite the efforts of this Lord Northamp- 
ton’s successors to repair the damage, even 
superficial examination shows traces ot 
whitewash in many a corner and crevice of 
the woodwork. Henry VIII., Edward VI., 
Queen Elizabeth, and James I. are among 
the sovereigns in olden days who have stayed 
at Compton Wynyates, and in the state 
apartments the fine oak bedstead in which 
Charles I. slept while a guest ot the second 
Lerd Northampton figures among the furni- 
ture still in use to this present day. 

— 

Lord Northampton’s other country seat is 
Castle Ashby, near Northampton. The pres- 
ent mansion was built, for the greater part, 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and James 1. 
and his queen paid a state visit there. Inigo 
Jones in 1624 made some additions, including 
two turrets and a long gallery, while a great 
dining room was added in 1695 on the occa- 
sion of the state visit of William III. One of 
the lords of Northampton was a man of 
great piety and to him are due the biblical 
texts inscribed in huge stone letters in the 
form of a balustrade all around the roof of 
the mansion, the idea being repeated in the 
stone balustrades of the many stately ter- 
races. 
oe 


It is just as well that American citizens 
who have held public office in this country 
and who subsequently secure British letters 
of naturalization, either in Great Britain or 
in her colontal dependencies, such as Canada 
and Australia, should know that they are 
obliged to abandon the prefix of Ronora- 
ble to their name. It is a style that is offi- 
cially conceded as a title of distinction to all 
members of British colonial legislatures 
while in office and to the sons of peers of the 
rank of baron, viscount] and earl, and to the 
daughters of viscounts barons. 

William Waldorf Astor when he first went 
to live in England was conceded, as a for- 
eigner, the right of tontinuing the use of this 
predicate, which he had earned in this coun- 
try as an assemblyman at Albany and as 
United States envoy to Italy. But as soon as 
ever he foreswore hie allegiance to Uncle 
Sam.and changed his status from that of a 


class English citizen it was intimated to him 
that he must abandon from thenceforth the 
prefix of Hon.“ Today he is merely Mr.

There are white labor contractors 
now going through Portuguese East Africa 
and British Central Africa looking up men 
to work in the gold mines. 

We took a great gang of such laborers on 
ship at Chinde, the chief port for Nyas- 
saland, as we came down the coast to Beira. 
The landing there is rough. We anchored 
far outside the bar and the negroes were 
brought to the ship in a steam launch and 
loaded by means of a great basket. This 
basket was about as large around as a hogs- 
head and about ten feet in height. There 
Was a door at one side. The negroes, to the 
fumber of a dozen at a time, stepped into 
this. ‘The door was closed, and then the 
basket, negroes and all, Was raised by means 
of a derrick to our steamer. The human 
freight howled out in unison as it rose, and 
the men thought they were killed when the 
basket came down with a thud on the deck. 
During our stay we took about two score 
uch basketfuls of ebony humanity, making 
something like 200 negroes in all. I was 
told that the men would be taken to Delagoa 
bay and thence shipped in by railroad to the 
mines of the Rand. They are employed on 
short time contracts and as a rule serve only 
@ few months, when they are anxious to go 
Back home. The Chinese came in on three 
years’ contracts, with the privilege of ex- 
tending them to six years. They have made 
much better laborers than the native Afri- 
ans, who. as a rule, wish to stop labor as 
goon as they have accumulated enough 
money to buy an extra wife or so who can 
support them at home.

Indeed, it could 
contain at one time all the ships which come 
to Africa and have room to spare. 

Lourenco Marques began to grow when the 
railroad connecting it with Johannesberg 
was built. This was about thirteen years 
ago, and its progress has been steady from 
then until now. It is by far the nearest route 
from the sea to the gold fields. The distance 
from Johannesberg is only 804 miles, while 
from Durban, the chief port of Natal farther 
south, it is 483 miles, and from Cape Town 
more than 1.000 miles.

DENATURED ALCOHOL IS BARRED 


Federal Decision Renders Druggists 
Criminally Liable for Selling Stuff 
for Medicinal Use. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—That both the 
physician who writes @ prescription for de- 
natured” alcoho) and the druggist who pre- 
pares the prescrption and sells the medicine 
to the patient are liable to criminal prose- 
cution, is held in a decision rendered by Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue Capers. 

The decision is the result of the action of 
some druggists who prescribed denatured 
alcohol for external medicinal purposes, not 
knowing that to do so is 4 violation of the 
law. The decision says: 

„Completely denatured aleohol containe 
kerosene and crude wood alcohol, which 
renders it unfit even for external medication. 
Moreover, the second section of the law reg- 
ulating the sale and manufacture of de- 
natured alcohol provides fine and impris- 
onment of any person who uses denatured 
aloohol for manufacturing any beverage or 
liquid medicinal preparation, or knowingly 
sells any preparation made in part or wholly 
from such alcohol.”
